Springfield, 111., May 
I.—Though 
the convention adjourned until 9 o’clock 
Thursday, it was nearly IO when 
Chairman Berry called the assemblage 
to order. F. M. Troxell of the Grace 
Lutheran church, Springfield, invoked 
the blessing of God. 
Resolutions of respect and sympathy 
and sorrow upon the death of William 
J. Campbell of Cook and Conrad Se- 
christ of Iroquois county were adopted. 
The convention at once proceeded to 
complete the ticket, which in full is as 
follows: 
For governor, John R. Tanner. 
For 
lieutenant governor, W. 
A. 
Northcott. 
For secretary of 
state, 
James A. 
Rose. 
For state auditor, James S. M’Cul- 
lough. 
For state treasurer, Henry L. Hertz. 
For attorney-general, E. C. Akin. 
Delegates-at-large: 
R. W. Patterson. 
Wm. Penn Nixon. 
Richard J. Oglesby. 
Joseph W. Fifer. 
For university trustees! 
Capt. T. J. Smith, Champaign county. 
F. F. McKay, Chicago. 
Mrs. Mary T. Carnel, Morgan county. 
Immediately after the announcement 
of the votes, 
Charles E. Fuller of 
Boone county and W. F. Calhoun 
jumped upon their cliairs and shouted: 
“Mr. Chairman.” Mr. Berry recognized 
Mr. Fuller first, and the Boone county 
man read a resolution instructing the 
four 
delegates-at-large to vote 
for 
Shelby M. Cullom in the natioanal re­ 
publican convention and to use 
all 
honorable means to secure his nomina­ 
tion for president of the United States. 
S. H. Bethea of Lee county was then 
recognized. He said: “Mr. Chairman: 
In behalf of the republicans of north­ 
west Illinois, in behalf of the republic­ 
an voters of Illinois. I desire to offer 
the following amendment to the reso­ 
lution: 
‘Resolved, That the name of 
William McKinley be inserted in place 
of Shelby M. Cullom.’ ” 
A scene of wild excitement followed 
the introduction of this resolution. 
W. 
F. Calhoun appeared on the platform 
when the excitement was at its highest 
pitch. 
He was compelled to wait un­ 
til strained vocal chords and wearied 
lungs refused to further show their loy­ 
alty to the Ohio man. 
He then sec­ 
onded the resolution, in an eloquent 
eulogy of the apostle of protection. 
When quiet was restored Martin B. 
Madden secured the floor and said: “I 
simply arise to offer an amendment to 
the amendment and move its adoption, 
and I would ask the clerk to read it.” 
The amenument reads as follows: 
“Amend the amendment by adding the 
following words: ‘And in case of the 
failure of McKinley’s nomination the 
republicans cf Illinois express their un­ 
faltering confidence in the broad states­ 
manship and matchless ability of the 
Hon. Thomas B. Reed of Maine and the 
Hon. William B. Allison of Iowa, and 
will gladly accept either as our national 
leader in the coming campaign.’ ” 
After a most 
exciting 
time 
the 
amendment was laid on the table. 
This brought the question of instruc­ 
tions to a direct issue. The ballot was 
at once ordered, and the convention 
waited anxiously for the beginning of 
the roll call. Every vote was the in- 
spriation for cheers from the side favor­ 
ed, and as votes piled up in the McKin­ 
ley column, the McKinley men grew 
more and more enthusiastic, and their 
cheers came oftener and wilder until 
they merged into a frantic roar when 
the ballot had gone far enough to show 
that the McKinley men were victori­ 
ous. The roll call resulted as follows: 
McKinley, 832; Cullom. 593. 
Mr. Fuller immediately 
arose and 
said: 
‘‘It is evident, Mr. Chairman, 
that this convention and the great state 
of Illinois is for the apostle of protec­ 
tion—McKinley. I have the consent of 
the gentleman from Cook, Mr. Madden, 
that his proposed amendment shall be 
■withdrawn, and I desire on the part 
of the friends of Senator Cullom to 
move that the resolution be amended 
as presented by the gentleman from 
Lee by the insertion of the name of 
William McKinley, and that 
it 
be 
adopted unanimously by the conven­ 
tion.” It was so adopted amid frantic 
enthusiasm. 
The platform opens with a declara­ 
tion of loyalty to the fundamental 
principles of the republican party. The 
administration of Grover Cleveland is 
denounced and the charge made that 
“by the bad administration of good re­ 
publican law’s and the enactment of 
bad democratic law’s, the administra­ 
tion has caused almost as much loss by 
depreciation of property and almost as 
much misery as did the civil war of 
the sixties.” 
The financial plank is as follows: 
‘‘Resolved, That wre, the republicans of 
Illinois, are unyielding and emphatic 
in our demands for honest money. We 
are opposed, as we ever have been, to 
any and every scheme that will give to

London, May I.—It would be difficult 
to overestimate the sensation which 
has been caused in England by4he pub­ 
lication of the substance of the tele* 
grams and documents which have come 
into the possession of the authorities 
of the South African Republic. Stren­ 
uous efforts are being made to prevent 
a sweeping condemnation of the au­ 
thorities of Cape Colony and of the 
British Chartered South African com­ 
pany, other than 
individuals whose 
names are included in the documentary 
evidence. 
The Times, in an editorial on the 
subject, says: “It is impossible to ig­ 
nore the gravity of the conclusion to 
which the published telegrams point. 
They establish beyond the possibility 
of a doubt that Hon. Cecil Rhodes, the 
then premier of Cape Colony, Mr. Al­ 
fred Beit, a director in the 
British 
South Africa company, and Mr. Ruth­ 
erford Harris, secretary of the British 
South Africa company, were privy to 
the movement against Johannesburg, 
and that the leaders of the movement 
counted upon their help and counten­ 
ance to insure its success. 
"These, telegrams must be taken to 
prove that Mr. Rhodes approved the 
revolution w’hich was desired in Jo­ 
hannesburg, hut nothing in the corres­ 
pondence goes to show’ that the actual 
crossing of the frontier by Dr. Jame­ 
son, under the circumstances

known to Mr. Rhodes or carried out 
with his approval.

The Measure Classifies Contempts Of 
Court As Direct and Indirect With 
Different Procedure For the Latter— 
Debate On Coast Defenses—W ash­ 
ington News. 


Washington, May I.—Senator Hill, 
from 
the committee 
on judiciary, 
Thursday submitted a report upon the 
hill in relation to contempts of United 
States courts, the senator presenting 
a new bill as the result of the com­ 
mittee’s deliberations. The bill defines 
direct contempts to be those 
com­ 
mitted during the sitting of a court oi 
a judge in chambers in its or his pres­ 
ence; all other contempts are indirect. 
It provides for the immediate and sum­ 
mary punishment of direct contempt 
without written accusation. 
Especial 
interest in the bill centers in the pro­ 
vision for the punishment of contempt 
of court committed not in the court’s 
presence, as in the Debs case. 
The provision upon this point Is as 
follows: 
“That upon the return of an officei 
or process or an affidavit duly filed 
showing any person guilty of indirect 
contempt a writ of attachment or othei 
law ful process may issue and such per 
son be arrested and brought before the 
court, and thereupon a written accusa­ 
tion setting forth succinctly and clearly 
the facts alleged to constitute such con
